Sir: 

This paper is filed in response to the Decision dated November 13, 2007 
regarding the Request for Certificate of Correction filed by Applicants under 35 USC § 
256 on September 7, 2007. In summary, the Request for Certificate of Correction was 
filed to correct the inventorship of the above-identified patent. Applicants properly 
included all of the components required under 37 CFR § 1 .324, including the fee of 
$130.00 pursuant to 37 CFR § 1.20(b). 

In the Decision, the Decision & Certificates of Correction Branch asserted that 
Applicants filed a Request for a Certificate of Correction of the above-noted patent to 
correct inventorship under 37 CFR § 1.322. However, the Request for Certificate of 
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Correction was filed under 37 CFR § 1 .324 (due to Applicants' inadvertent error), not 37 
CFR§ 1.322 (due to USPTO error). At no time did Applicants assert that the USPTO 
made any errors in inventorship during prosecution of the application and/or at the time 
of issuing the patent.
